to be a gtnernl misunderstanding as to the 
action ot the republican national committee 
In regard to the call for the nest national con- 
dition, -Maishiill .leuell, chairman of the 
committee, lias autlionzed the follow Ing state- 
ment: At tire republican national conven- 
tion In June, l&SO, a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted directing tlio committee- to 
prescribe within Urn next twelve tnontbs a 
method for the election of delegates to the 
national convention to be held in 18S4; and 
to make an announcement of ilia same, and 
to Issue a call iiiconfnnnlt) therewith, pio- 
Tlded such methods .or rules shall liiclmlc and 
secure to tlio several congus-limal dlsUUs- 
the rlglit to elect their on n delegates to the 
national comcntlon. At a meeting of tlio 
committee, July 1,18SO, niequest was pub- 
licly made for transmission, to the committee 
of plant and suggestions prior to February 
1st, 1881. A full meeting of tlm national 
committee was hold in Washington March 1st, 
1881, to consider the. subject; at the meeting 
-» committee consisting ot \Vm. E. Chandler, 
Geo. C. Gorhain and Edward McPherson, 
made a report on the question. Tlie majority 
report represented the views of Chandler and 
MePherson; the minority the \Ievv* of Gor- 
harn. Both plans vvcro discussed, chiefly 
turning upon the question of district repre- 
sentation and the next representation to bo 
baaed on the republican %ote. The Issue of 
the debate was the unanimous adoption of tlio 
following resolution: 


Rcsolixd, That In accordance with the order 


of tfio Republican National convention ot 
1850 the «all for the convention of 18S4 Mlmll 
provide for securing to the several congres- 
sional districts the right to elect ib own dele- 
gates to such national "conveullon, that the 
details of the methods or rules to bo Included 
In such a call thai) be determined at a future 
meeting to be held within one sear, and that 
tile whole-subket.be now rcf«md-to a com- 
mittee of five1, \yho shall make n report at 
such meeting.

Tho committal has already unanimous- 
ly agieed that the eall shall prqvldo for secur- 
ing to tho sev oral congressional district.* the 
right to elect Its own delegation, and only tho 
the method* or >ulrt for carrjlng out this 
puipose remain to be dctci mined.
